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Round Table donates £5,000 to Stepping Out 


BRIDPORT Round Table has donated 
£5,000 to the Stepping Out cancer rehabil¬ 
itation scheme at Bridport Leisure Centre. 

It is the biggest single amount the group has ever 
awarded - and members have pledged to give a fur¬ 
ther £1,000 for the two subsequent years. 

Stepping Out is organised by The Living Tree, a 
cancer support group founded by Dr Jo Cotton and Jo 
O’Farrell in Bridport in 2012. 

Dr Cotton said: “I would just like to say an enor¬ 
mous thank you to the Round Table for the donation. 

“It was just a shot in the dark when we contacted 
them, after leisure centre manager Nick Neale sug¬ 
gested we do so. 

“People are really benefitting from Stepping Out 
and we want it to continue.” 

The exercise scheme at the leisure centre was set up 
as a spin-off from The Living Tree to encourage any¬ 
one with cancer to become more active. 

Dr Cotton added: “There is a huge amount of evi¬ 
dence that physical exercise can help reduce the 
chances of relapse after cancer treatment, reduce fa¬ 
tigue, help cope with the consequences of treatment

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improve self-esteem and generally promote recovery.” 

The Stepping Out programme began two years ago 
with funding from Macmillan, Dorset Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group, Dorset County Council and the 
Olympic Legacy Fund. 

There are twice-weekly sessions, held in the rugby 
club pavilion, with gentle circuit classes on Monday 
mornings and a wide variety of exercise, including 
Nordic walking, walking football, aquafit, yoga, pi- 


lates, dance and table tennis. 

Level four cancer fitness instructor Jo Perfect runs 
the sessions for people with a cancer diagnosis. 

Referrals are through the Dorset County Hospital 
cancer nurse specialists or the GP exercise on referral 
scheme. 

Dr Cotton said: “The participants are nearly all con¬ 
tinuing to exercise regularly after two years and com¬ 
ment on how much it has helped them to cope with 
living with a diagnosis of cancer.” 

She said the two years of funding was coming to an 
end and a sum of £5,000 would enable the programme 
to continue throughout 2016 whilst more sustainable, 
long-term funding was secured. 


Simon Miles, a member of Bridport Round Table, 
said the request for funding arrived the day before a 
club business meeting.

PENNY Callaghan owns Colmers Hill Fashion 
in Symondsbury, and previously ran The Ter¬ 
race fashion shop and cafe in Lyme Regis. 

She was brought up on Dartmoor and her 
family ran hotels in Torbay, as well as an 
aquarium and serpentarium on Poole Quay.

• TELL us a little about your career history...

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Bridport man jailed for two years over role in drugs conspiracy 


A BRIDPORT man was one of 
three people jailed for serious 
drug offences following a de¬ 
tailed investigation into drug 
dealing in Dorset. 

Stephan Broome, 59, of 
Princess Road in Bridport, was 
found guilty of conspiracy to 
supply heroin and cocaine. 

Kadeem Abbrey, 24, from 
Deptford, and Sophie Bowen, 19, 
of Brighton, were found guilty of 
the same charges following the 
13-day trial at Bournemouth 


Crown Court. 

The trio were sentenced on Fri¬ 
day, 10th March 2017. Abbrey 
received a seven-year prison sen¬ 
tence, Bowen was jailed for three 
years and Broome for two years. 

The court heard that Abbrey 
would travel to the South West 
from London to supply heroin 
and cocaine to drug users in 
Poole, Dorchester and Bridport 
as well as Yeovil in Somerset. 

He was often joined by his girl¬ 
friend Bowen and the pair perma¬ 


nently moved to Yeovil before 
settling in the Dorset area in Oc¬ 
tober 2015 to further the opera¬ 
tion. 

The court was told that Abbrey 
would send a large amount of 
text messages to local drug users 
on a daily basis to advertise drugs 
for sale. 

He and Bowen would also use 
the train network to return to 
London in order to re-stock on 
Class A drugs to sell in Dorset.

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Questions continue over St Michael's 


■ I ATTENDED the recent exhibition at the town 
council offices of the past, present and future of St 
Michael's Estate in Bridport. 

Of principal interest to me was what Hayward & Co. 
had in mind for the development. The drawings of 
their proposals were difficult to see as they appeared 
to be copies of working drawings which were very 
faded, as if many copies had been taken already. This 
was compounded by the lettering of dimensions 
being very small, making the interpretation virtually 
impossible to comprehend. 

However, I did see a schematic interior view of one of 
the small terraced houses. It seemed to make the living 
quarters look like a corridor. Even with budget living, the 
accommodation is still necessary to have useable'width 
to length'proportioned rooms, irrespective of the sizes. 

These should be no more elongated than 1:1.6 pro¬ 
portional sizes for comfortable rooms.

The biggest omission of the exhibition was the lack 
of a large, physical, non-illusory 3-dimensional model 
of the whole scheme. At least I didn't see one. This 
would have allowed greater comprehension, espe¬ 
cially because of the other poor representation. 

It does make one wonder, for such an important 
town centre development, why this was not provided. 
It cannot be because of cost, considering the amount 
that Haywards are spending. Nor could it be because 
of the size, as it could be in large sections. 

Could it be that Haywards do not want the public to 
have an accurate representation of the proposed works, 
especially as the plans are so difficult to assimilate?

■ “ST Michael’s has provided jobs and training in Brid¬ 
port for nearly 50 years and this will continue,” said 
Martin Ridley to the View From Bridport last month. 

Sadly this statement only serves to reaffirm the feeling 
that the significance of the trading estate as a heritage 
asset is not being recognised by Haywards & Co in their 
development plans, by only considering the history of 
the estate since it has been under their ownership. 

St Michael’s Trading Estate has, as we all know, 
provided jobs and training since the 19th century and 
the Hayward’s development plans will see this fall - 
jobs and trading space will be lost. 

Mr Ridley of Haywards & Co refutes figures calcu¬ 
lated by opponents as to exactly how many jobs or the 
amount of trading space that will disappear but fails 
to provide an alternative figure, responding only with 
the claim that “statements such as [these]... cause real 
and unnecessary concern among our tenants.” 

Admirable as Mr Ridley’s sentiments may seem, the 
fact that in 2012 Haywards & Co removed the statu¬ 
tory rights of all their tenants by forcing them to sign 
a waiver, with no alternative, means that tenants have 
no certainty of tenure whatsoever and no promise of 
compensation. 

It is therefore difficult to see this kind of statement 
from Haywards & Co, which attempts to take the 
moral high ground regarding the welfare of tenants, 
as anything other than an insult to the intelligence of 
the reader. 

St Michael’s needs renovation, yes, but equally it 
needs a solution which seeks to preserve jobs and 
training; renovate, not replace rare heritage assets; en¬ 
rich Bridport’s cultural identity and ultimately boost 
the local economy. 

The Hayward’s proposal is for short-term profit and 
is not in common interest. 

Numerous failed attempts to push through proposals 
in the face of fierce community opposition is testa¬ 
ment to this and the torrent of predictable corporate 
propaganda attempting to change this overwhelming 
truth is becoming very tedious.

February 2016, Abbrey made ten 
trips to London and Bowen made 
26 trips to London by train. 

As Abbrey was disqualified 
from driving, he would get 
Broome to drive both him and 
Bowen around, including picking 
them up and dropping them off at 
train stations in order to facilitat¬ 
ing re-stocking with their drugs 
from London. 

The court was told that on Jan¬ 
uary 7th, 2016, Bowen was ob¬ 
served by police officers to be 
involved in what were suspected 
drug exchanges in Abbey wood, 
London, before returning to 
Dorset. 

Broome was also seen on De¬ 
cember 2nd 2015 and January 
5th 2016 in what were suspected 
drug exchanges in Bridport when 
drug users approached his vehi¬ 
cle for short period of times be¬ 
fore walking away. 

In January 2016 Bowen was 
spotted entering a previous ad¬ 
dress of Abbrey’s in Granville 
Park, Lewisham. 

Two days later a drugs warrant 
was executed and 115 wraps of 
heroin and 56 wraps of cocaine 
valued at £1,710 were recovered. 
DNA found on the drugs wrap¬ 
ping matched that of Bowen. 

On Friday 7 October 2016, Ab¬ 
brey was arrested at his home ad¬ 
dress in London. He was found to 
be in possession of 122 wraps of 
cocaine and 63 wraps of heroin 
worth £1,250. 

Bowen was arrested on January 
15th 2016 and Broome was ar¬ 


rested on March 10th 2016. 

Officer in the case Detective 
Constable Charlotte Wickenden, 
of the South West Regional Or¬ 
ganised Crime Unit Zephyr, said: 
“We have worked successfully 
with Dorset Police and the 
Crown Prosecution Service in 
order to complete a sustained and 
complex investigation over a pe¬ 
riod of six months. 

“This organised crime group 
has exploited vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of the Dorset community in 
order to fund their drug opera¬ 
tion. 

“We hope this result demon¬ 
strates that we will actively seek 
those who choose a life of crime 
in illegal drug activity and 
demonstrates our commitment to 
dismantle, disrupt and destroy or¬ 
ganised crime in the South West. 

“We welcome the sentences 
passed by the court today and be¬ 
lieve that it reflects the serious¬ 
ness and level of criminality 
displayed by Kadeem Abbrey 
and his co-conspirators.” 

Police Inspector Mike Darby, 
of Dorset Police, said: “In early 
2015 Bridport experienced a dra¬ 
matic increase in drug-related ac¬ 
tivity, which included acquisitive 
and violent crime, stemming 
from the noticeable increase in 
drug dealing on the streets of 
Bridport. 

“Since identifying the problem, 
police executed over 30 search 
warrants and worked alongside 
partners such as the local author¬ 
ity and housing associations in an

attempt to tackle the issue. 

“The convictions of Abbrey, 
Bowen and Broome illustrate the 
continuing work that Dorset Po¬ 
lice and specialist teams such as 
Zephyr do on a local and regional 
basis. 

“We are committed to tackling 
the misuse and supply of con¬ 
trolled drugs in Dorset and I 
would like to thank Bridport res¬ 
idents for their support in telling 
us when suspicious activity was 
taking place. 

“Additionally I would like to 
highlight the outstanding work 
by officers from Bridport Neigh¬ 
bourhood Policing Team who 
were robust and committed in 
targeting these criminals over 
many months. 

“Their efforts led to the gather¬ 
ing of intelligence which assisted 
specialist Zephyr detectives who 
took on this complex investiga¬ 
tion.”

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League of Friends buys new equipment 


THE Bridport Community Hospital League of 
Friends has recently purchased equipment to 
help assess patients in Bridport. 

For the medical centre, they bought a CPI 50 
resting ECG for assessing the electoral impulses 
to the heart after the friends heard that their old 
machine needed replacing. 

It also has a facility to send the readings to the 
patient's electronic notes for the doctor to view. 

The League of Friends has also purchased a 
number of items for the new minor injuries unit 
in Bridport Community Hospital to help assess 
their patients. 


This includes three otoscopes and ophathal- 
moscopes to assess ears and eyes respectively, 
plus two wall mounted patient monitoring ma¬ 
chines which can record pulse, oxygen blood lev¬ 
els, heart rate and blood pressure. 

The unit is also awaiting the delivery of 
extra storage trolleys to complete their refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The friends are very grateful for all donations re¬ 
ceived that enable them to continue to buy equip¬ 
ment outside allotted NHS funding in order to help 
in a small way for health care staff to look after 
their patients. 


Bottle Inn owners refute landlords'claims 


THE owners of The Bottle Inn at Marshwood, 
Michael and Pauline Brooks, have strongly refuted 
claims made by the landlords, Nigel and Chrissy 
Blake. 

They have also said that Mrs Brooks will return 
in the next few weeks to take charge of the kitchen, 
so any closure of the pub appears to be for a limited 
time only. 

The B lakes recently announced the pub will 
close. 

As reported last week, the owners were granted 
a possession order, which gave the landlords 28 
days to leave following a long-running dispute with 
many claims and counter-claims. 

For example, Mr and Mrs Blake claim they were 
forced to spend £50,000 because the owners failed 
to comply with the requirements of the lease to re¬ 
pair the building. 

But Mr and Mrs Brookes say they have received 
no rent from their tenants, and added: “We can as¬ 
sure you that they have not spent anywhere near 
£50,000. 


“Unfortunately, we are not made of money and 
without any rental income we were unable to pro¬ 
ceed with repairs. 

“Our side of the story has not been told. 

“We are sure that Mr and Mrs Blake are able to 
run a pub quite adequately, however, that is not the 
issue here. 

“We had no choice but to go to court to regain our 
property, we think the fact that that they have been 
ordered to leave The Bottle Inn by the courts 
speaks volumes.” 

In a further statement, issued on March 11th, the 
owners said: “Pauline Brookes will be returning in 
the next few weeks to take over the helm of the 
kitchen. 

“Pauline has for the last several years been work¬ 
ing as a functions/event manger and also running 
her own restaurant. 

“She looks forward to bringing her skills to 
Marshwood.” 

View From Bridport is seeking further details 
about her plans for the pub.

A VACANCY has opened up on 
Bridport Town Council follow¬ 
ing the resignation of Frances 
McKenzie. 

Councillor McKenzie, pictured 
right, submitted her resignation 
saying that she regrets having to 
do so and said: “I have been 
finding it increasingly difficult to 
attend evening meetings of the 
town council.

Black Cow vodka ads banned 


A PARODY advert for a West 
Dorset company based on the fa¬ 
mous ‘Accrington Stanley’ TV 
commercial for milk has been 
banned for encouraging excessive 
drinking. 

The ad for Black Cow Vodka 
featured the original actor but 
was pulled by the Advertising 
Standards Agency (ASA) due to 
the large quantity of vodka de¬ 
picted. 

Two empty bottles of Black 
Cow Vodka were also shown on 
the front step of a house at the end 
of the advert, which were re¬ 
moved and replaced by three full 
bottles, as if being delivered by a 
milk man. 

The ASA said: “While we noted 
that this was literal reaction of the 
original ad and that some viewers 
would recognise the element of 
satire, we considered that the 
large quantity of vodka depicted, 
and the replacement of empty 
bottles with full ones, was 
nonetheless still likely to be un¬ 


derstood as implying and encour¬ 
aging excessive drinking. 

“We therefore concluded that 
the ad was socially irresponsible 
and breached the code.” 

Two other adverts by the drinks 
company were also banned 
for being socially irresponsible 
and linking the spirit to sexual 
activity. 

One advert featured a couple 
walking through a meadow 
glancing at each other. It then 
showed an impression in some 
long grass. 

The ASA received a complaint 
that it linked alcohol with sexual 
activity. 

It acknowledged that the advert 
did not directly depict any sexual 
activity, viewers were “likely to 
understand from the combination 
of the couple’s body language, 
the depression in the grass, and 
the overall tone of the ad, that 
they had just had sex”. 

The other featured a cartoon 
drawing of a cow driving a sleigh 


and delivering gifts of Black Cow 
Vodka, with text stating “Black 
Cow pure milk vodka. So smooth 
you can drink it until the cows 
come home...” 

One complainant challenged 
whether the advert was socially 
irresponsible because it encour¬ 
aged excessive drinking and 
likely to appeal to children. 

The ASA acknowledged that the 
cartoon cow advert used “refer¬ 
ences to the product name and the 
fact it was derived from milk” but 
considered that “readers would 
likely understand ‘so smooth you 
can drink it until the cows come 
home...’ to refer to prolonged 
drinking and to imply that the rel¬ 
ative ‘smoothness’ of Black Cow 
vodka meant that consumers 
could drink more of it”. 

It didn’t however agree the ad¬ 
vert was likely to appeal to chil¬ 
dren as the style of the cartoon 
cow was one of that found in a 
newspaper or magazine with pre¬ 
dominantly adult audiences. 

Jason Barber, dairy farmer and 
co-founder of Black Cow Pure 
Milk Vodka, said: “Black Cow is 
rapidly growing and now avail¬ 
able in over ten countries world¬ 
wide, but we sadly don’t have a 
TV budget yet. 

“So we are very grateful to the 
two complaints for giving us a 
second reason to talk about how 
delicious Black Cow Pure Milk 
Vodka is. 

“We don’t want to milk the 
point, but we were rather sur¬ 
prised to be chased by these com¬ 
plaints.”

ORGANISERS of Bridport Carnival have confirmed 
that the event will go ahead this year, after an ongo¬ 
ing incident had put the future of the summer event 
in doubt. 

The organisers took to the carnival's Facebook page 
to tell supporters the good news. The 2017 carnival 
had been in doubt following an incident last year 
where a a steward was allegedly assaulted by a mem¬ 
ber of the public. 

Organisers wrote on Facebook: "Following concerns 
with public and participant safety due to road closure 
breaches at last year's carnival, the committee has 
agreed that Bridport Carnival will go ahead this year, 
however there will be ongoing discussions with the 


Dorset Police and the Safety Advisory Group (SAG). 

"The carnival committee will now continue to plan 
a full week of events to include the main carnival pro¬ 
cession and the torchlight parade." 

In February, a statement appeared on the Facebook 
page which seemed to indicate that the carnival 
wouldn't go ahead. 

The statement said that the carnival was in jeop¬ 
ardy due to safety reasons, and an incident at last 
years'carnival was still being investigated. 

The statement concluded: "At this moment in time 
one director of Bridport Carnival has resigned, others 
may follow depending on the outcome of the investi¬ 
gation."

School first choices up across county 


THE number of children in Dorset getting a place 
at their first choice school has risen in Dorset this 
year. 

In the Dorset County Council area, 96 per cent 
of children going to secondary school this year re¬ 
ceived the good news. 

This breaks down to 97 per cent of those starting 
upper school (Year Seven) and 95 per cent of those 
starting secondary school (Year Nine). 

This is an increase on last year’s figures of 94 
per cent of first preferences - 95 per cent upper 
and 93 per cent secondary. 

Dorset County Council processed a total of 
3,803 applications from Dorset residents in readi¬ 
ness for Secondary National Offer Day - the day 
when students find out what school they will be 
going to - last week. 

Less than three per cent of applicants got into 
their second choice of secondary or upper school 
and 0.4 per cent their third choice. 

One per cent received an alternative offer at a 
school that was not a named preference, which is 
either the catchment school or the next nearest. 

Cllr Deborah Croney, Dorset County Council’s 
cabinet member for learning, skills and children’s 
safeguarding, said: “Secondary Offer Day is a big 
day for children, parents and carers as they find 
out about their future education.

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Campaign for school crossing after car hits child 


CONCERNED parents with children at 
St Mary’s Academy in Beaminster have 
come together and launched a cam¬ 
paign for a school crossing to be in¬ 
stalled after a child was hit by a car last 
week. 

On Monday, March 6th, Archie 
Hughes was hit by a car while crossing 
the B3163 on his way to school. 

Luckily, he did not sustain any serious 
injuries, although he was taken to hos¬ 
pital and later released. 

This incident also caused distress and 
upset to the children and parents who 
witnessed the incident. 

The site previously had a lollipop 
lady, but this was withdrawn by Dorset 
County Council (DCC) in 2010 so now 
a petition has been launched for DCC 
to install a crossing. 

Dawn Hughes, Archie’s mum, said: “I 
think it is long over due that something 
needs to be done to the road. 

“At least this time he was lucky; he 
thought the lady was slowing down to 
let him cross, but she wasn’t and he 
walked out. 

“There are so many cars, tractors, 
heavy lorries and things like that that 
come down here and it’s a 30 mph road 
and it should be reduced really. 

“There are no markings on the road 
and the cars park either side and you 
cant see. I have stepped out and have to 
look past cars.”

Archie said: “It is really dangerous 
and obviously I have experienced it and 
it is not very nice - I don’t want it to 
happen to other people.” 

The group are putting pressure on the 
council for a controlled crossing and 
have received the backing of Beamin¬ 
ster Town Council who previously tried 
to get a crossing installed. 

A survey was undertaken to see if the 
site warranted a crossing, but it was re¬ 
ported the request does not fit their re¬ 
quirements, as the traffic is not heavy 
enough and not enough people cross the 
road. 

The town council were advised by 
DCC that a controlled crossing would 
cost in the region of £50,000 to 
£80,000. 

Rachel Hayball, a parent who set up 
the Facebook page ‘Campaign for a 
safe school crossing for Beaminster’s 
school children’, said: “Our comment 
is how much value does Dorset County 
Council put on children’s lives. It is all 
about finance, that is what it comes 
down to. 

“In 2010 we lost our lollipop lady, we 
said something would happen and it has 
now happened. 

“We want to see Dorset County Coun¬ 


cil put some value on our children’s life 
to prevent it from happening again.” 

The group want to make it clear that 
the incident was not the driver’s fault as 
they were below the speed limit, were 
driving with due care and attention and 
could not prevent it. 

Cllr Rebecca Knox, Dorset County 


Councillor for Beaminster, said: “I want 
to send my best wishes to the young 
boy who was involved in the accident 
last week and wish him a speedy recov¬ 
ery. Dorset County Council has recently 
measured car speeds and traffic move¬ 
ments along this stretch of Clay Lane. 

“The results, along with the views of 


the school, town council and Sir Oliver 
Letwin MP, will be discussed at a meet¬ 
ing shortly about a range of possible op¬ 
tions to improve safety in the area and 
promote a safe and healthy route to 
school.”

It’s not all song 
and dance at the 

Theatre this week 


IN THEATRE, just like in 
life, it’s good to occasionally 
be taken out of your comfort 
zone and this is something 
I’ve had to learn over the 
last two years. 

Given the choice, my ideal 
viewing is and always will 
be an all singing, all dancing 
musical, but recently my 
eyes have been opened to a 
whole world of theatre, 
which I had no idea could be 
quite so enthralling. 

Like film and television, 
it’s sometimes the darker 
material, which has more of 
an impact, so, rather than 
shows with tap shoes and 
plenty of vibrato (my pre¬ 
ferred theatrical lot), this 


week has been filled with 
powerful portrayals and pro¬ 
ductions I would never nor¬ 
mally choose to see. 

It's great to experience a 
full range, but you do need 
to make sure you're emo¬ 
tionally robust (which I'm 
not!) before you visit and my 
delicate state was well and 
truly tested right at the be¬ 
ginning of the week with a 
trip to Thomas Hardye 
School. 

I was invited to see the A- 
Level Drama students per¬ 
form their examination 
pieces and although there 
was a wealth of exceptional 
talent on display, some of 
the subject matter, which 


they had chosen was hor¬ 
rific; boundary pushing in 
every sense and worryingly 
thought provoking. 

My next theatre trip wasn’t 
much cheerier either as I 
headed off to Southwark 
Playhouse to see The Diary 
of a Teenage Girl. I like to go 
in cold when it comes to the¬ 
atre and try not to read too 
much about shows before 
my visit and so, I had in my 
mind that the production 
was going to be a, kind of, 
girl’s version of Adrian 
Mole. 

How wrong could I be? It 
turns out very. Although the 
play is a comedy, it’s actu¬ 
ally about a girl being sexu¬

ally abused, so I failed to see 
the funny side. That said, it 
was very well done and as a 
critic, you have to take into 
consideration the quality of 
the production, not just your 
own personal taste when 
you are reviewing some¬ 
thing. 

Next on the list was a visit 
to the Harold Pinter to see 
Imelda Staunton and co in 
Who’s afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?. The multi-award 
winner was absolutely ma¬ 
jestic throughout, but I have 
to admit that I had no idea 
what was going on for most 
of play. 

I then trooped down to the 
Old Vic to see Daniel Rad¬ 
cliffe in Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead, 
which although wordy and 
at times a little baffling, pro¬ 
vided the light relief I had 
been longing for all week. 

All of the plays were ex¬ 
tremely well done and kept 
me on the edge of my seat, 


but I couldn’t help but yearn 
for a musical to lighten my 
mood and leave me with a 
spring in my step. 

I will start to scratch my 
musical theatre itch again 
very soon however, as I’m 
about to get back on the 
stage myself. I’m ecstatic to 
be joining the cast of Spa¬ 
malot in Axminster and will 
start rehearsals in May. 

The hilarious musical com¬ 
edy, based on Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail will be 
staged at the Guildhall in 
September and I’m playing 
the coveted role of the Lady 
of the Lake, a part which has 
been played by the likes of 
Bonnie Langford and Jodie 
Prenger, so I’ll be sure to ask 
their advice before I start. 

Next week I'm off to see a 
play called Seventeen at the 
Lyric Hammersmith-which 
sees a cast of veteran actors 
take on the role of a group of 
teenagers-before I get to 
have a look at the newly re¬ 


opened Bush Theatre.

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GUINNESS BEER CASTLE 



ONE of Ireland's most historic homes is for sale. Celebrate St. Patrick's Day and 
'drown the shamrock' at the Guinness Beer Castle that has reigned over the rolling 
emerald hills of Ireland near Dublin since the 18th century. In recent history, the 
castle housed Guinness-beer heiress Oonagh, Lady Oranmore and Browne, one 
of the three "golden Guinness girls," who entertained lavishly and whose guests 
have included the Rolling Stones, Anjelica Huston (who grew up next-door), Lu¬ 
cian Freud, and U2's Bono. 

Dublin's most famous export, Guinness beer, first arrived in the United States on 
the shore of North Carolina in 1817 under the direction of Arthur Guinness II, first 
heir to the company. The dark ale, known as stout, became an instant hit as it 
spread its delicious exports around the world. Today, offering eleven distinct va¬ 


rieties, thousands of bottles will be consumed on St. Patrick's Day, 
a one-day break from Lent, after sixteen days of building up a 
powerful thirst. Though to many Americans, St. Patrick's Day has 
evolved into green beer and a drinking free-for-all, if you're head¬ 
ing to Dublin to celebrate and take a tour of the Guinness castle, 
be forewarned that you'll probably be doing it with other tourists 
in the Guinness'Temple Bar neighborhood because when the pa¬ 
rade is over most of the locals head home to a nice dinner and an 
evening of calm entertainment. 

The castle, named Luggala, is on 5,000 acres and lies within its 
original 18th-century gardens surrounded by old Irish oaks, emer¬ 
ald lawns, heather and wildflowers overlooking the dark blue 
water of Lough (Lake) Tay. Though not of massive proportions and 
tall spires, Luggala, a former hunting lodge, is comprised of 
19,099 square feet of living space with a total of 27 bedrooms and 
18 full baths. With its low-lying crenellated roofline, the white¬ 
washed structure makes a striking statement against the dark- 
wooded backdrop. Leaning toward Gothic style, it is awash with 
little battlements, crochets, trefoil and quatrefoil windows and 
ogee mantelpieces throughout. Structures on the property in¬ 
clude the main house with seven bedrooms, dining room, large 
entrance hall, three main reception rooms and library, a four-bed¬ 
room guest house and another 17 bedrooms between seven 
lodges and cottages within the estate. A fascinating story of the 
estate's history can be found in "Luggala Days: The Story of a 
Guinness House" by Robert O'Byrne, who tells that it was once 
called "the most decorative honey pot in Ireland" and elaborates 
on its scandals and intrigues. 

Now for sale, the 18th-century castle that beer bought and was 
always known as a house of great welcome and happiness, ac¬ 
cording to historians, is priced at $29.5 million or about 28 million 
euros.

BRIDPORT manager Adam Fricker is con¬ 
vinced even a point will turn his side's for¬ 
tunes around - the problem is where it is 
going to come from?

Ideally he wants all three points, but he ar¬ 
gues that just a point to stop the rot would 
help and give the players a boost. 

"I truly believe just getting a point even will 
bring the confidence back.They are not poor 
footballers, their confidence is just at rock 
bottom at the moment, and for a team that's 
lost ten games on the spin, they are still very 
confident." 

On Saturday they host Wells City (3pm ko) 
and another chance to finally change their 
fortunes.
